None of these speakers or the prin- 
cipals of the newspapers has been decorated with 
the Victoria Cross, the Legion of Honor, or been a- 
dopted by the allies in the way that Lindbergh has 
been Geriianized. 

Even those people in the United States who 
make a loud noise about the imperative need for 
their country to keep out of the war, no doubt cher- 
ish a profound dsilike for Hitler, “The New York- 
er” recently described it thus: 

“On the question of staying out of the war, the 
ayes have it by a landslide, Our people want him 
soundly beaten by a couple of other fellows.”

In any event, Canadian dollars are still good in 
Canada, and this country is as good a place to 
spend them as any piece of geography on the globe.

QNE PROPOSAL emanating from the Canadian 


Legion will have general backing from the public. 
This is that youths, between the ages Of 18 and 21 
years of age who have enlisted, should have definite 
assurance of future employment after their discharge 
It was also asked that all enlisted persons should 
have guarantee of re-establishment after the war. 


Although as yet the enlisted forces of Canada 
have got no farther than their district drilling centres 
it is none too soon to plan for later absorption of 
these soldiers in civilian life, Those who have in 
left settled employment to join the army have in 
most instances beer assured of their old employment 
if they return. This of course, must carry the con- 
dition that they be physically and mentally fit for 
the job when they return. But there are many in 
the ranks of the enlisted, who have had no regular 
employment. They have hammered. at the doors 
of industry in vain, and have turned to the ramy. 
This. has not been compulsory. They could still have 
sought. and probably secured, relief, but they chose 
to enlist in the service of their country. Are they 
to return after the war is over to the indifference of 
the past, or are they to be rewarded on their re- 
turn, by real jobs and the privileges of work? This 
applies also to the youths of 18 to 21, who may 
have had no specialized training nur employment to 
date. Will they.be met by slammed doors and gruft 
rebuffs when they come back to the world of nor- 
inal employment. 


One of the saddest results of the last war has 
been-the number of old soldiers tramping the coun- 
try, selling shoe laces, begging alts on the strength 
of being soldiers. _ It is to be hoped this condition 
is never to be repeated. It may be that these men 
are totally unfit for employment or are unable to 
hold their own in any competitive field. But if +o 
they should be provided for by the government and 
not left to the mercy of the public. 

At this early stage it should be made ‘clear be- 
yond doubt, that soldiers of the present war who 
return in normal health will have security of Work 
immediately upon discharge. .Those who are un- 
fit should at once be a charge on the state and be 
supported by the state. —Vulcan Advocate.
